REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Wakefield, 


At our Town Meeting a year ago the sum of four 
hundred dollars ($400.00) was appropriated for the use 
of your committee to purchase land and to set out white 
pine. 


A tract of approximately seventy-five acres on the 
east side of the trunk line highway about one mile south 
of Sanbornville, has been purchased at an extremely low 
price from Mrs. L. S. Edwards, also a small field between 
this lot and the highway, giving a frontage on the high- 
way of eighteen hundred feet (1800 ft.). 


The lot has been very carefully surveyed and plotted 
and is to be permanently marked. A sign has been 
made which will be placed on the lot so all passing by may 
see it and know that the Town of Wakefield has a forest 
reserve. 

Two thousand (2000) white pine, three year old 
transplants, were set last spring, in the clear beside the 
highway. Some brush has been burned.

In accordance with the terms of an agreement exe- 
cuted between the town of Wakefield, and the New 
Hampshire Forestry Commission, we are submitting a 
report of White Pine Blister Rust Control work per- 
formed in your town during 1925. : 


As we believe you and your townspeople will be in- 
terested in knowing more of blister rust, there is enclosed 
herewith two circulars recently issued by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture and the State Forestry Depart- 
ment. The State publication contains a statement of all 
control work performed from 1917 to 1924 inclusive. The 
addition of the 1925 eradication work indicates that a 
total of 1,587,158 acres have been examined, and that 
19,537,775 currant and gooseberry bushes destroye ° 
therefrom. 


Since our last report to your town much has been 
discovered, not only throughout this state, but in other. 
as well, in connection with the extent of infection on 
white pines and the damage it is capable of causing. In 
view of these facts, which are too numerous to set fortn 
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herewith, the Department feels it would be neglecting its 
duty if it failed to urge a continuance of this work until 
all the pine areas of your town have received equal pro- 
tection. : 


There is attached to this letter a financial report in- 
dicating the expenditures made in your town during 1925 
-in the eradication of currant and gooseberry bushes. 
Should there be any information of special interest to 
you which is not contained in this report, we shall be 
pleased to further advise you upon request. 


We would also suggest that this report be read at 
town meeting, and such sections as seem advisable in- 
cluded in the annual report of the town.

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REPORT OF WAKEFIELD FREE LIBRARY 
February 1925—February 1, 1926 


The library has been open on Thursdays and Satur- 
days throughout the year, with the exception of Thanks- 
giving Day and one other Thursday. Since the first of 
October the library has also been open Tuesdays, after- 
noons and evenings, and Sunday afternoons. | 

The circulation for the year was 5,137. This shows 
quite an increase over last year’s records, particularly in 
the non-fiction class. | 

Since the attendance record was begun in March 
last, 4,168 people have visited the library. About one- 
fourth of this number were recorded on Old Home Day. 

There are 293 names on our borrowers’ list, many of 
them from out of town. 

The number of books added during the -year was 
445. This makes the number of bound volumes 3,015. 

Of these new boks 370 were gifts to the library. The 
individuals giving a large number of books are Mrs. 
Elizabeth Chase, Mr. Frank Hanson, and Mr. George 
Tibbetts.  . 

Our reading table has been supplied regularly with 
thirteen current magazines. Six of these were gifts to 
the library. We have also two local weekly papers and 
the Congressional Record. 

Our regular assistant, Miss Marjorie Hatch, is still 
with us, and we have had help from Miss Leigh Kendall, 
a summer resident, and Miss Eleanor Kenney. 

In October the library was visited by Miss Frances — 
Hobart, of the State library commission. Miss Hobart 
spent a week arranging the books according to the Dew- 
ey system used generally in this state. Miss Hobart 
complimented our collection of books. She thinks our 
most valuable ones are from the Chase collection. 
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On August 25 the library was moved from the old 
building to the new Gafney building, which was formal- 
ly opened on Old Home Day, August 28. This building 
has long been anticipated, but is in reality much more 
beautiful than our expectations. We now have room for 
the books and opportunity for better service. 

Our thanks are due to the Rev. Mr. Simmons of 
Haverhill, and all others who so kindly helped in the 
task of moving.

Three vacancies in the corps of teachers had to be 
filled during the summer. These were filled with grad- 


uates of normal schools, two of the number being exper- 
ienced teachers. 


REPAIRS 


During the summer vacation the interior of the 
building at East Wakefield was renovated. The brick 
building at Wakefield Corner was put into excellent con- 
dition. ‘The foundations and walls have been strength- 
ened and re-built where this was necessary. The toilets 
have been connected with the building, a new chimney 
has been built, and the house has been painted both on 
the exterior and interior. All that this house now lacks 
is a better heating plant. I hope that it will be possible 
to equip it with a jacketed stove next year. It will be 
necessary to paint the outside of the Grammar School 
building at Sanbornville next summer. 


When this work has been done, all our school build- 
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ings will be in good condition. By adopting the policy of 
completely renovating one building each year thereafter, 
no heavy expense will be required during any one year 
for a long time to come. 


Health work in the schools has been continued under 
the direction of Mrs. Anna E. Clow. Her report will 
follow.
